Every raliroad train that passes through
the southiand, where the ball players go
for spring training, s met at the statlona
by plckaninnies, displaying rabbity’
guaranteed to have been secursd In the
manner mentioned abova. These are pur-
chasrd by the players when nmking thelr
return trip northward for the express pur-
poss of laying them to rest—or rather, put-
ting them to work—under ths néw rubber
plate which Is et in the diamond just prior
to the opening of every league pennant
WA NOTL,

The act of placing this plate s sometimes
truly a solemn and mystic ceremony, It
s sald o have heen performed at Lthe polo
grounds at midnight with ounly players,
groundkeepar and club officisls present,
After making a complete search of the con-
fines of Lhe incloaure to Insure agalnst the
presence of outalders, the entrances were
tghtly barred. By the light of & solitary
lantern the groundkeeper removaed the old
rubber, the enchantments were placed in
the soll, and the new rubber adjusted with
much solemnity.
